Re; Freedom of Information Act Request with Expedited Processing 
To Whom It May Concern; 

Pursuant to the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA), 5 U.S.C. § 552, The Protect 
Democracy Project hereby requests that your office produce within 20 business days the 
following records (see below for clarity on the types of records sought); 

1. All documents, including but not limited to emails or memoranda, reflecting or relating to 
communications between Rudolph Giuliani and any staff member(s) of the U.S. Embassy 
in Ukraine. 

The timeframe for this request is November 1, 2018 through the date that searches are conducted 
for records responsive to this FOIA request. 

We ask that you search for records from all components of the Department of State that 
may be reasonably likely to produce responsive results, including but not limited to the U.S. 
Embassy in Ukraine. 


EXPEDITED PROCESSING REQUEST 

We request that you expedite the processing of this request pursuant to 22 CFR 171.12(b). This 
request meets the criteria for expedited processing because The Protect Democracy Project is 
“primarily engaged in disseminating information” and the requested information is both 
“urgently needed” and concerns “[ajctual or alleged Federal Government activity” 22 CFR 
171.12(b)(2). 

The public has a “compelling need” for this information because it would help inform “a 
breaking news story of general public interest.” 22 CFR 171.12(b)(2)(i). On September 9, 
multiple committees in the U.S. House of Representatives launched an investigation into reports 
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that President Trump and his personal lawyer, Rudolph Giuliani, attempted to pressure Ukraine’s 
government into investigating the son of one of the President’s politieal rivals, Joe Biden.' 
Meanwhile, reeent reports show that President Trump withheld aid from Ukraine days before he 
allegedly had a eonversation with the Ukrainian president and urged the president to investigate 
the Bidens.^ Calls by Congress to begin a formal impeaehment proeeeding against President 
Trump have mounted in the wake of these revelations.^ Given the imminenee of these 
proeeedings and the relevanee of the requested information to these proeeedings, the information 
sought in this request “has a partieular value that will be lost if not disseminated quiekly.” 22 
CFR 171.12(b)(2)(i). The pub lie has an urgent need to understand what, if any, role Mr. Giuliani 
played in pressuring Ukraine to investigate the Bidens. 

In addition to being “urgently needed,” the information sought in this request “eoneerns 
some aetions taken, eontemplated, or alleged by or about the government of the United States, or 
one of its eomponents or ageneies, ineluding the Congress.” 22 CFR 171.12(b)(2)(ii). The 
requested information eoneerns several developing aetions by the federal government and 
Congress, ineluding President Trump’s reeent deeision to withhold aid from Ukraine,"* the U.S. 
House of Representatives investigation into Mr. Giuliani,^ and the potential impeaehment 
proeeeding against President Trump.^ 

The Proteet Demoeraey Projeet is “primarily engaged in disseminating information in 
order to inform the publie eoneerning aetual or alleged Federal Government aetivity.” 22 CFR 
171.12(b)(2). The Proteet Demoeraey Projeet intends to disseminate the information obtained in 
response to this request. As the Distriet Court for the Distriet of Columbia “easily” determined in 
reeent litigation in a separate FOIA request, “Proteet Demoeraey satisfied these standards” of 
being “primarily engaged in disseminating information.” Protect Democracy Project, Inc. v. 

U.S. Dep’t of Def, 263 F. Supp. 3d 293, 298 (D.D.C. 2017). The Proteet Demoeraey Projeet 
operates in the tradition of 501(o)(3) good government organizations that qualify under FOIA as 
“news media organizations.” Like those organizations, the purpose of The Proteet Demoeraey 
Projeet is to “gather information of potential interest to a segment of the publie, use its editorial 
skills to turn the raw materials into distinet work, and distribute that work to an audienee.” Nat’s 
Sec. Archive v. Dep’t of Defense, 880 F.2d 1381, 1387 (D.C. Cir. 1989). Indeed, The Proteet 
Demoeraey Projeet has routinely demonstrated the ability to disseminate information about its

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FOIA requests to a wide audienee^ The Proteet Demoeracy Project will disseminate information 
about this request — and any information obtained in response — through its website 
(protectdemocracy.org); its Twitter feed (@protctdemocracy), which has more than 26,300 
followers; its email list of approximately 25,000 people; and sharing information with other 
members of the press. 

It is therefore incumbent upon the government and urgent for your office to share any 
responsive records in an expedited fashion because that is the only way in a democracy for 
citizens and other branches of government to assess the actions the executive branch has taken.

FEE WAIVER 


EOIA provides that any fees associated with a request are waived if “disclosure of the 
information is in the public interest because it is likely to contribute significantly to public 
understanding of the operations or activities of the government and is not primarily in the 
commercial interest of the requester.” 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(4)(A)(iii). The core mission of The 
Protect Democracy Project, a 501(c)(3) nonprofit organization, is to inform public understanding 
on operations and activities of the government. This request is submitted to advance the 
organization’s mission to gather and disseminate information that is likely to contribute 
significantly to the public understanding of executive branch operations and activities. The 
Protect Democracy Project has no commercial interests. 

In addition to satisfying the requirements for a waiver of fees associated with the search 
and processing of records. The Protect Democracy Project is entitled to a waiver of all fees 
except “reasonable standard charges for document duplication.” 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(4)(A)(ii)(II). 
Eederal law mandates that fees be limited to document duplication costs for any requester that 
qualifies as a representative of the news media. Id. As outlined in the above Request for 
Expedited Processing, The Protect Democracy Project is “primarily engaged in disseminating 
information.” Protect Democracy Project, Inc. v. U.S. Dep’tofDef., 263 E. Supp. 3d (D.D.C. 
2017).

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RESPONSIVE RECORDS 


We ask that all types of records and all record systems be searched to discover records 
responsive to our request. We seek records in all media and formats. This includes, but is not 
limited to: agendas, manifests, calendars, schedules, notes, and any prepared documentation for 
meetings, calls, teleconferences, or other discussions responsive to our request; voicemails; 
emails; email attachments; talking points; faxes; training documents and guides; tables of 
contents and contents of binders; documents pertaining to instruction and coordination of 
couriers; and any other materials. However, you need not produce press clippings and news 
articles that are unaccompanied by any commentary (e.g., an email forwarding a news article 
with no additional commentary in the email thread). 

We ask that you search all systems of record, including electronic and paper, in use at 
your agency, as well as fdes or emails in the personal custody of your employees, such as 
personal email accounts, as required by EOIA and to the extent that they are reasonably likely to 
contain responsive records. The Protect Democracy Project would prefer records in electronic 
format, saved as PDE documents, and transmitted via email or CD-ROM. 

If you make a determination that any responsive record, or any segment within a record, 
is exempt from disclosure, we ask that you provide an index of those records at the time you 
transmit all other responsive records. In the index, please include a description of the record and 
the reason for exclusion with respect to each individual exempt record or exempt portion of a 
record, as provided by Vaughn v. Rosen, 484 P.2d 820 (D.C. Cir. 1973), cert, denied, 415 U.S. 
977 (1974). When you deem a portion of a record exempt, we ask that the remainder of the 
record to be provided, as required by 5 U.S.C. § 552(b). 

Given the 20-day statutory deadline, we hope to be as helpful as possible in clarifying or 
answering questions about our request.
